renonmed foz his noble act? )he came 
foozthe abꝛode amonge the people ge⸗ 
thered to gether, and there to them he 
recited the commendacion of his ſonne. 
Thinke on alſo whan Cato Lenſo-

whole valiant and moſte fierce courage |

this ſurname FXelix , that is to ſaie luc- 
kie oꝛ welthie. 

- WhanLaius Ceſar (that was Syl 
la his felowe in rowmeth) had inuaded 
Bzitaine, and had tidynges that his 
daughter was dead: pet er chꝛe daies 
were fullp ended, he wente aboute bis 
imperiall buſines. 

Whan Marcus Traſſus (in thewarre 
that he made agaynſt the Barthiens) 
behelde his ſonnes head, the whiche his 
ennemies in koꝛne and deriſion had 
ſet vp on a moꝛiſpikes ende, and the 
moꝛe to exaſperate and augmẽt his cala 
mitee, thei app2oched nere to his armie, 
and with wozdes of repꝛoche & blame, 

thet 
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thei ſhewed it vp: he toke in woozth all 


that doyng with lo conſtant a mynde , 
that ſodainely he rode foꝛby all his bat- 
tailes , and ſated to them with a loude 
voyte, that that was his owne pꝛiuate 
harme , but the helthe and ſaluation of 
the common weale ſfode in the ſane- 
garde of them his men of warre , 


folde examples of Galba , Piſo, Sce- 
nola, Metellus, Staurus, Marcellus, 
and Aufidius: remembꝛe whan Llans 
dias Leſar had loſfe hym , whom be 
bothe begotte, and moſte entierly loued: 
pet foz all that he (his owne lelfe ) in the 
tommon pulpit lauded and pꝛaiſed his 
ſonne, the co2s beyng pꝛeſent, all onely 
tout red with a littell veile: and whan 
all the people of Rome wepte and bes 
wailed his ſonnes deathe , he his father 

wepte not a teare. 
And ſurely like as it is a right goodly 
thong to folowe and do as thele men 
did;

thynge, ifmenſhulde not be founde as 
ſedfaffe and as ſtoutely minded as wo⸗ 
men haue ben in ſuche taſe.

Graccus , and Laius 
Graccus ) ſlaine and vnburied: and 
whan hir krendes comfozted hir and 
ſaide, ſhe had a wꝛetched thante: J 
- wpll neuer ſaie (quoth ſhe) that Jam 
vnluckp o: vnfoꝛtunate, that haue r 
luche two childzen © 

But wherto do wenowe repete thiſe 
examples ont ot ancient tronicles: as 
though we ſawe not daiely befoꝛe our 
face ſufficient examples: Beholde pour 
neighbours, beholde pour kynſfokke 
and alies: how many,yea ſely women, 
ſhall pe finde, the whiche verie mode⸗ 
rately take in good wooꝛthe the deathe 
of their childzen 2 This matter is ſs 
plaine, that there nedeth no greathelpe 
of philoſophie therto. Foz he that 
* 45 | wolds 
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wolde conſider well in his minde,howe 
wꝛetched on all ſides this our life is, to 
how many perils, to how many ſicke⸗ 
| nefſes, to how manp chaunces, to how 

many cares, to how many incommodt- 
tees, to how many vices, and to howe 
many inturies it is endangered: howe 
littell and howe ſmall a pozcion thersf 
we palle (oozth (J will not ſaie in plea⸗ 
ſure)that is not attached with ſome ma⸗ 
ner greſte and diſpleaſure : + than far⸗ 
ther to tõſider how ſweltely it vaniſcheth

The ſhoꝛtnes of our life Euripides ſa⸗ 

dly expꝛelleth, whiche calleth the life 
of moztall creatures one littell daie. 
ut halereus Demetrius doth bet⸗ 
ter, whiche toꝛrettyng the ſaipng of 
Euripides ſaieth, that the life of man 
Gulde rather be called the Minute of 


an boure ut Pyndarus: ſaith 
ITE | bete 
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beffe of all, whiche calleth the life of 
man the dꝛeme of a ſhadowe. He ioig⸗ 
neth two ſpectall thynges of nothyng 
to gether, to thentent that he wolde de⸗ 
clare, howe vaine a thynge this life is. 
Nowe howe wzetched and miſcrable 
the ſame life is on euerp behalte, the 
auncient poetes ſemed to perceine it 
pallyng well: the whiche demed, that 
a man toude not moze truely noꝛ mo2e 
better name moꝛtall creatures, than 
ſurname them very miſerable wꝛetthes. 
Fo: the firſte age oꝛ foꝛmeſte parte of 
mans like (the whiche is reckened the 
beſt) is ignoꝛant: The middell parte 
of the life is aſlailed with trouble and 
care of manifolde buſineſſes: and pet 
all this while J ſpeake but of them that 
be moſte luckie and foꝛtunate. Ther⸗ 
fo:e who is he, whiche of very right 
will not appꝛoue the ſaiyng of Silenus: 
The beſt is neuer to be boꝛne, the nerte 
is molt ſwiftly to be clene extincte 7 
2 i who 
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voho will not allowe the oꝛdinance 
ofthe Thratiens, the whiche tuſtoma⸗ 
wy vſe to receine them that be boꝛne in 
to this wozlde with lamentacton and 
mournyng : and againe whan thei de- 
parte hence, thei be very glad and de- 
meane great tope 7 

An he that by hym ſelfe tonſidereth 
inwardly thoſe thynges, that Degelias 
was wonte to declare tohis herers, he 
wold rather deũre his owne dethe than 
abhozre it: and wolde farre moze indif- 
ferentiy take in woozthe the deathe of 
his frendes. 
But nowe pour fatherly ſoꝛowe com 
meth foozthe and ſaieth : De died er 
his date , he died in his childchode , he 
died ſo paſſyng a good childe,yea and ſo 
fowardly diſpoled vnto vertue, that he 
was woꝛthie to haue liued many many 
peres : Pour fatherly ſoꝛowe tomplai⸗

fo: the lone of God tell me, what pe call 
befoze his date : as though enery dale 
of a mans *e coude no be his laſfe 
daie ? One befoze he cometh in to this 
woꝛlde, and whan vnneth it hath any 
chape of a creature reaſonable, is Frans 
gled and dieth , euen vnder the handes 
of nature wozkyng and fourmpng of 
it. An other dieth in the birthe. An 
other cripng inthe cradell is ſnatched 
awate by deathe . An other in the flows 
riſhyng youth dieth , whan ſcarlely as 
pet ithath any taſte ofthe lyfe. Ot ſo 
many thoulandes of people, to how few 
is it geuen (as Hozace nameth it) to 
ffep vpon the grice of olde age? with⸗ 
out doubte God hath vnder ſuche a 
lawe conſtituted the ſoule inthe garrf 
ſon ofthis littell bodie, that what ſo e- 
ner dale, o2 whar ſo euer moment he 

will commaunde it to departe thence; 
4H tit it mulko 
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it mute yr and by nedes go. Noꝛ there 


is none hat can ol ight thinke hym 
. Felfe to ve-+alled fo:the befozc his date, 
tonſidery e that there is no man that 
bath a dar gertaine to hyni appointed: 
but that n is bes laufull daie, whi⸗ 
che ſo euer he dur ſoueraine tapitaine 
wolde ſhulde be his laſte daie. If we 
wyll wozke wilelp , we chulde ſo abide 
tuerp date as it were eur very laſt.
